What Germanv Is Doing to Get Supre- 
macy of Air 


Dreadnoughts of the air will play as 
great a part in deciding the issue of 
the next war as the Dreadonughts of 
the sea; and it is because they wish 
to impress this fact on the mind of 
the man in the street that certain peo- 
ple have been so loud in their denun- 
ciation of the War Offive for paying 
$90,000 for an airship three years ago, 
and afterwards making no practical 
use of it. We may have a fleet of 
aeroplanes, they say, but we must also 
compete with France and Germany in 
the matter of airships, and judging 
from. the extraordinary efforts which 
Germany is making at the present 
time to perfect her fleet of airships, it 
is obvious that she considers they are 
as essential as war vessels for the 
maintenance of her power. 

In the matter of airships, Germany 
at the present time easily stands first 
in the world. They possess twenty- 
five dirigibles of the rigid type, and 
by the end of the present year will 
have thirty-two, And {t is signifi- 
cant that the Zeppelin Company, which 
now turns out an airship every three 
weeks hopes to be In a position at the 
end of six months to double this out- 
put, 

Germrny pins her falth to the rigid 
type. of airship, and considers it by 
far the best for war purposes, So 
convinced are they of this that when 
we tried to buy a rigid alrship some 
time ago the German Government ve- 
toed the ovder, although they allowed 
us to purchase a Parsival, a non-rigid 
vessel. 

Some facts regarding the capabill- 
ties of German air Dreadnoughts giv- 
en by the expert already mentioned 
provide an illustration of their. dead- 
liness in time of war. Before an ailr- 
ship Is accepted by the German. Gov- 
ernment it must have done a trial trip 
of a continuous 1,500 miles at a speed 
of fifty miles an hour, Asa matter of 
fact, eighteen vessels now in com- 
mission have a ranze of 2,000 miles. 
They can carry six tons of explosives, 
and at the present time are practising 
with apparatus which can direct 
bombs of dynamite weighing half a 
ton apiece. Which means to say that 
a couple of these alr Dreadnoughts 
could utterly destroy a town or army, 
unless they were first destroyed. In 
addition to explosives, however, cach 
dirlgible c.rries heavy quick-firing 
guns. 

Hangars capable of holding the 
largest alr vessels are being construct- 
ed. The late types of hangars are 
built on turn-tables, so that there is 
no difficulty in docking, or taking the 
airship out on a strong wind, The 


ed in Heligoland is such a turn-table 


{ta heavily-armored roof is flush with 
the ground, In addition all over 
Germany there are erected fron towers 
as anchorares. 

These towers are built with revoly- 
ing tons, so that the airships can ride 
in softly, no matter how the wind 
changes. The towers are built close 
to hydrogen stations. : 

Tt Ia Interesting to note that one 
such tower fs built on the Austrian 
frontier, two on the Russian. three on 
the French and elght on the North Sea 
eonst—which Js the British frontier, if 
Nelson's dictum still holds good.

Birch and Beech for Flooring 


Birch and beech, on account of’ 
thelr cheapness, are becoming more 
and more popular as the supply of 
oak and maple decreases, This 
statement, taken from a bulletin soon 
t. be issued by the Forestry Braach, 
Depart.nent ¢? the Interlor, O:tawa, 
on the Wood-Using Industrics of On- 
tarlo, is based on reports received 
from over twelve hundred firms, and 
Is therefore worth. of consideration. 
The average wholesale price per 
thousand feet, board measure, given 
In the above bulletin for maple and 
oak flooring is twerty two dollars and 
eighty two cents and fifty five dollars 
and seventy eight cents respective- 
ly. The -,erage price for birch and 
beech flooring, on the othe: hand, ts 
nineteen dollars and seventy one 
crits and twenty one ¢ ollars and sev- 
enty four cents respectively, which re- 
presents quite a saving, especially 
When compared with oa! . 

Sut these woods have other quall- 
tles to recommend them besides 
cheapness. Twenty two per cent of 
the flooring manufactured tn Ontario 
is made from the wood of the black 
a.d the yellow bireh, the more com- 
mon white or paper birch not usually 
srowing to a sufficient size for this 
purpose. Birch is a hard, strony, 
fine-grained, reddish-browia wood, 
which takes a high polish and, thero- 
for, is very suitable for flooring. It 
can be stained to imitate more expen- 
sive weods, such a3 mahogany, cher- 
try or walnut, and, belng easily work- 
ed, it is also extensively used for fur- 
niture and interfor decoration. 

Becch fs one of Ontarlo's cheapest 
hardwoods, the ordinary grades of 
lumber costing only thirteen dollars 
and sixty one cents pe thousand fect, 
board measure. It frequently con- 
stitutes one tenth to one third of the 
cheaper grades of birch flooring, but 
its qualites justify {ts separei. use, 
for it Is strong, fine-srained and ro 
hard that !t become: quite slippery In 
time. It is also used for furniture 
to some extent. 

Of the Lireh and beech used In On- 
tario, ninety per cent of the former 
and ninety eight per cent ot the lat- 
ter are home grown. The existing 
supplies of these woods in Ontario 
are sufficient to meet a much greater 
demand, and as ovk and maple are 
growing Increasingty dear, it is cer- 
tain that the use of birch and beech 
especialy for flooring will soon be- 
come much ‘nore widespread.

The most unique troop of Boy 
Scouts in the world is found in a 
hospital for incurables near London, 
Eng. ‘his troop consists of three 
patrols — owls, lions, tigers — whose 
members are unable to stir from their 
cots, They are disabled by sickness.

Only 
such portions as can be used by boys 
who are bed-ridden can be taught. 

A visitor to the “camp,” which isa 
balcony on which the boys’ cots are 
arranged, is likely to see a wan-faced 
little chap, with a yellow and red 
scarf around his neck, pull his hands 
painfully from beneath the covers and 
feebly wave his arms in the air. He 
is signalling to another Scout across 
the “camp.” ‘No; you are wrong,” 
says the other Scout. ‘It is this way,” 
and he will try to make the signal 
correctly as the scoutmaster has in- 
structed them. 

One boy whose condition is so bad 
that the other Scouts defer to him 
gallantly, has been allowed we a spe- 
cial honor to have his cot placed be- 
neath the picture of Gen. Baden-Pow- 
ell, who founded the order. Many cf 
the lads are so infirm that they can- 
not put on the regulation Scout jer- 
seys and their only uniform ia a scarf 
about the neck or insignia sewed to 
their night shirt sleeves. 

The 17th Hampstead, as the patrol 
ja known, is a notable troop of Scouts. 
It has the most pathetic mission of 
any troop in the world.

' Professor Laugier, a French ecten 
Ust, bas discovered that the size of the 
brain in animals fs ip exact propor 
tion to the size of the eyes. The big- 
ger the eyes the bigger the brains! 
Of course this only applies to each 
class of animal. A tiger may hive 
bigger eyes than & man for instance, 
but It doesn't follow that it has a big- 
ger brain. But the tiger with biz 
eyes Is more cunning and brainy than 
a tiger with small eyes. [rofessor 
Laugier made this reinarkable discov- 
ery when studying,the habits of the 
fish known as the dorade or gilltbead. 
There are two kinds of dorade, one 
pink and the other gray. ‘The gray 
fish bas a much smaller eye thin the 
pink one. ‘he sclentist ent open a 
Jarge number of these fish in his ex- 
periments and was struck by the fact 
that the lurge eyed fish always hid 
the largest brain. He promptly fol- 
lowed up this discovery by testing 
other animals. He found, for example, 
that the little tree frog had a much 
Jarger eye than the Jarger marsh frog 
and bad also a larger brain.
